McKinley won by a margin of ninety-five 
Flectoral votes. To beat him, therefore, 
forty-eight of the Electoral votes must turn 
from McKinley to Bryan. 

The States which went Republican by jess 
than 10,000 in 1896—Kentucky, California, 

laware, North Dakota, Oregon, and West 

‘Virginia—might lose to McKinley thirty-six 
votes, and yet he would be safe. Besides 
that, the elections of 1898 were more favor- 
able for the Republicans in all those States, 
except Kentucky, than in 1896. 
The little States, therefore, are practically 
« stronger for McKinley. than for Bryan, and 
- the Nebraskan is much more likely to lose 
Washington and South Dakota than the Re- 
publicans are likely to miss California or 
West Virginia. . 

The problem which the Democratic man- 
agers are facing, therefore, and which they 
fully recognize, is not to turn over a lot of 
little States with small majorities against 
them, but to jump into States with major- 
ities for McKinléy ranging not only into the 
tens, but into the hundreds of thousands.

San Franctiseo, Cal., June 1.—[Special.]— 


Arnold, son of Str Edwin Arnold, today filed 
a petition for a writ of habeas corpus in th 

United States, Circuit Court and Judge Mor: 
row issued the,writ. Arnold is wanted in 
London on archarge,of,embezziement, The 


proceedings against Arnold on a charge of 
embezzlement will ‘fail, because the recorus 
of.the case show no charges that will 


justify surrender of the accused to the Brit- 
ish government. 

Arnold was captured here by a Deputy 
United States Marshal on May 23 at the in- 
stancé of. British Consul General Pettingill 
as a fugitive from London, where he is ac- 


<lents. He was the senior member of the 
firm of Arnold & Sisméy, solicitors, much of 
whose business was the investment of trust 
‘funds in revenue producing property. Ar- 
nold and his associates bought up leaseholds 
in London and improved them by erecting 
buildings. If the financial boom of the last 
few years had continued in London the firm 
would have made large profits. But the Boer 
war came and the property which they ex- 
‘pected to sell or rent could not be handled, 
They had put into it all their own funds as 
well as those of their clients, and when the 


latter pressed them for payment they were 
forced into bankruptcy. 2 


Their failure was preceded: by that of 
Keighley & Co., in which firm Arnold was 
the leading spirit. Several of the members 
of the two firms were threatened with ar- 
rest, and on March 24 Arnold fled, coming to 
this country with. his wife, 

Makes Quick Journey. 

It is 
he stopped not an hour in New York, but 
went over to Hoboken and bought a ticket 
tor St. Louis. There he and his wife rested 
one night, and then came on here, where 
they took up their residence in a quiet fam- 
ily hotel in Berkeley, across the bay, near 
the State. university’ grounds. ' Arnold had 
beeh traced to San Francisco by detectives 
and here he was arrested by means of a 
decoy letter. „ 

At first he agreed to extradition proceed - 
ings and promised to give no trouble to the 
officers, who desired.to take him back to 
England. The specific charge on which ex- 
tradition is sought is that he appropriated 
trust funds belonging to Mrs. Jessie Buck 
and her children, amounting to £3,780 in 
sectirities and valuables. Arnold fled on the 
day before he was to appear in court and 
explain what he had done with these se- 
curities and others which. were missing.

In his own defense Arnold made a gtate- 
ment in which he said he hoped to syndicate 
the properties In this apy ae and pay all 
the debts of thé firm.

TO DISCUSS BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Doctors to Make the Disease Chief Topic 
at Convention in Atlantic 


A discussion of “ The Bubonic Plague, as 
| the Greatest Evil Threatening This Country 
Today.“ will give to the annual convention of 
the American Medical association which 
meets at Atlantic City next Tuesday an in- 


tract the attendance of nearly all the leading 
physicians of Chicago. The Chicago physi+ 
cians leave on a special train ovér the Penn- 
sylvania at 1 o’clock on Sunday. 

“The bubonic plague,” said. Dr. J. B. 
Murphy, will be the topic of chief inter- 
est. The situation which this eountry is 
facing today makes the question a momen- 
tous one, and the discussion by this assoela- 
tion will indicate the gravity with which the 
approaching plague is regarded. If the 
plague reaches this country it will cost us 
more in lives and in money than did the civil " 
war. It is the most awful threat to our 
safety. 


Baffles Ordinary Precautions. 


The plague is a thing that baffles the or- 
dinary precautions., You can quarantine peo- | 
ple, but you cannot quarantine rats, and they 
carry the infection in this disease. The gov- 
ernment is going ahead against the protests 
of Japan and China and it should pay no heed 
to them . 

The plague is a persistent disease. It does 
not die out as quickly after an epidemic as 
other diseases. The serum treatment is prov~ 
ing almost worse than useless. It has been 
shown that 80 per cent of those treated with 
serum died, while 77 per cent who were not 

treated died. To meet the disease is one of 
the greatest,problems that has confronted 
the profession. | 

The report of a special committee on tu- 
berculosis, of which Dr. W. A. Evans of Chi- 
cago is chairman, will also be important. It 
is now admitted that tuberculosis is a cura- 
dle disease. Seventy-five per cent of the peo- 
ple get tuberculosis, but a large number of 
them get over it without knowing they have 
had it. This proves how curable the dis-

The hand-to-mouth domestic demand for 
fron and steel continues, but the number of 
small orders received is taken to indicate 
that consymers are practically bare of 
stocks, and any general shutdown for a 
month's time, such as is proposed, might 
lead to a seramble for suppfles. Export 
business continues good, though limited by 
the scarcity of freight room, Southern pig 
iron and steel rails noting most inquiry. 
The situation in the pipe market is no better, 
and plates are also weaker. 

Concessions of fractions of a dollar are 
apparently easily obtained for pig iron, but 
throughout the trade the feeling is rather 
more cheerful, the feeling being that lower 
prices will, én the one hand, encourage con- 
sumptive demand, and. on the other, tend to 
restrict production by less economical plants.

Speculative dealings halve been ot 


a restricted kind, and the public appears to 
develop no real interest in the stock market. 
The investment demand for bonds and div- 
idend-paying stocks continues to be. ex- 
cellent, and it is apparent that the floating 
supply of such securities is considerably 
smaller than in recent years. 

The developments of the week nave in the 
main been of a favorable character. Lon- 
don has reopened to the successful outcome 
of the war in south Africa and the assur- 
ance that the gold mines of the R are 
safe, with an advance in which American 
stocks have participated to a certain ex- 
tent. The buying of our securities for for- 
eign account has not, however, been on a 
sufficiently large scale to have much prac- 
tical influence upon the tone of the market 
here or upon current quotations for specu- 
lative shares. 

Another development is the decline ot ex- 
change rates to a level which puts an end 
to any apprehension as to shipments of gold.

It is certainly remarkable that the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company and the opposi- 
tion refiners should within the last few weeks | 
have advanced prices to a level which deems | 
to afford fair profits, and the speculative 


public not unnaturally draws the ‘inference 


that this is the result of an agreement or 
arrangement among the parties in interest. 
While nothing can be learned as to the facts, 
there has been heavy covering of shorts in 
Sugar stocks and an advance in its price to 
120, making it the most active as well as the
